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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
The specification has no titles indicating the various parts of the 
application, the disclosure is replete with misspellings, as well as 
awkward grammar and apparent typographical errors. Applicant is 
responsible for proofreading the application and making all necessary 
corrections. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified consistent with U.S. Patent practice. The 
structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. Applicant must redraft the claims 
in a form consistent with U.S. Patent practice. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over admissions of prior art on page 1 of the 
disclosure in view of Liardet (790). Applicant's admission on page 1 of 
the disclosure states that laminated floor comprising compressed 
cellulose sheets impregnated with polymeri sable resins are known. The 
admission of prior art lacks the provision of peripheral edges being of 
reduced thickness with respect to the remainder of the floor (panel). 
Liardet teaches a decorative leather floor panel comprising compressed 
leather having peripheral edges being of reduced thickness for simulating 
tiles having mortar between adjacent ceramic tiles. In order to simulate 
mortar between adjacent tiles, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the 
peripheral edges of the admitted prior art with a reduced thickness as is 
suggested by Liardet.
